EXERCISE AND INTELLECT NOT IRRECONCILABLE.

The business man of to-ila.v lias little idea of 
what disease is. or health e.tlier. for the matter 
of that. lie gulps down, or drinks down, his 
meals, sits in a stuffy offloe all day, and. with 
the connivance of street oars, cabs, and tele¬ 
phones, gives his legs as little work as possible. 
He takes, of course, every possible precaution 
ngalnst drafts, and is careful not to unduly “ex¬ 
pose himself." If he is ut all lax in these matters 
his loving wife sees to it that he does not go out in the 
cold morning air without his overcoat and his muffler. 
Some day this man finds that there is “something wrong 
with his liver,' or perhaps lie gets a fever. He forthwith 
goes to a doctor and pays him a handsome fee that he 
may ward off the effects of “those dreadful microbes.” 
which may certainly be done for awhile, but unless the 
man makes up his mind to obey the laws of nature it is Just 
as certain that in the long run the "microbes" of which a ro¬ 
bust man need not have the slightest fear, will lay him low. 

•* Now, of course, exercise does not affect the brain directly 
as it does the muscles, but its powerful indirect effects are 
twofold, for it may increase the flow of blood throughout 
♦he body, thereby producing a more thorough change in 
the brain, and It may assist materially in keeping the 
blood vessels free from certain poisons. 

In order that the brain may be kept supplied with 
blood in sufficient quantity and of good quality, it is neces¬ 
sary that the muscles of the body should have a little 
regular active exercise, such as walking or running, which 
will, by promoting an increased general blood pressure, 
keep the heart muscles in a healthy state, and also help 
the elimination of waste products. Exercise of the "free 
movement" order, in which muscular actions are as full or 
ample as possible, is the best practical method of sim¬ 
ultaneously maintaining health of body and of mind, Hiid 
of harmonizing the hitherto Irreconcilable claims of exer¬ 
cise and intellect. Movements without work would he the 
Ideal—the amplest possible movements for the largest 
possible number of muscles, "working" as little as may 
be in making them. If we apply this test to the various 
forms of popular exercise we only confirm what Is already 
well known—namely, that easy rowing Is one of the best, 
weight lifting the worst, and between the two come such 
forms of exercise as baseball, walking and golf.

York and two or three other States have substl- 
tuted the electric chair for the time honored 
gallows. This is a step towards the abolition of tile death 
penalty from our criminal codes. As the extreme penalty 
for murder, China chops the head off; Russia exiles to 
Siberia; Germany uses both the ax and the guillotine; 
France guillotines; England hangs; the United States im¬ 
poses sentences from life imprisonment to electrocution and 
hanging. 

Last year I Introduced a resolution before the Illinois 
State Bar Association recommending the establishment 
of a department at Washington for the study of the pauper, 
erilmnal, and defective classes. The wisdom of the project 
Is apparent. The world persists in getting at the wrong 
end of tilings, especially of social evils. The horse always 
gets out before the world fixps its barn door. It's queer 
that tin* world Is taking so much time Just now on the 


subject of divorce: it ought to turn its attention to mar 
riage. Right employment in business, adaptability in mar 
riage. and correct environment—those are elements at the 
foundation of an ideal society. 

We persist in charging our forefathers witli inhuman 
ity and hnr'onrism when they inflicted the death penalty 
for about 100 different crimes; may not our posterity a 
hundred years hence call tis inhuman and barbarous for 
punishing murder by death?

OUR GROWING NAVY. 


thin Country to Become One of the 
Great Maritime Nations. 

The United States seems destined 
to become one of tlie greatest maritime 
1 lowers In the world. Secretary Mor¬ 
ton's estimates for the navy for the 
fiscal year ending June ,'10, V.XMi, are 
$114,530,(138—an increase of $17,372,- 
448 over the appropriation for 1905, 
an increase of $154,7111,847 over that of 
1904. and the largest ever made in the 
history of the country- Of the recent 
estimates. $45,255,833 is set apart for 
the “increase of the navy,” including 
construction and machinery, armor 
and armament, the equipment. 

To-day the United States is building 
four more battleships than Great Brit¬ 
ain—now the grealest war nation-- 
and the total tonnage of our first-class 
warships in course of construction ex¬ 
ceeds the tonnage of similar vessels 
being built by each of the other font- 
great powers. 

No nation is al present advancing 
so rapidly with her navy—with Ihe j 
exception of Great Britain—as the 
United States, and tills is a day of re¬ 
markable naval advancement in all 
parts of the civilized world. Japan, 
for instance, is said to be planning to 
spend $ 00 , 000,000 for new battleships 
and the extension of her arsenals, al¬ 
though Hie amount now being actually 


expended is $15,000,000. Russia, since 
the war lias been so disastrous to her, 
has decided to extend her original con¬ 
struction plan, and will soon build 
eight first-class battleships. Germany, 
despite the discontent expressed there 
lu the late elections, Is hurrying for¬ 


ward her shipbuilding program. Italy 
and France are not far behind the otb 
ers in the race for naval supremacy; 
Austria-Hungary is adding to the 
strength of her squadron; even Brazil 
is spending $7,250,000 for a new navy; 
Argentina. $4.(105.000; Chile. $5,250,000. 
while Venezuela. Colombia and Mexico 


are appropriating smaller sums, and 
even slow-going China is adding to her 
sea strength at a cost of $2,500,000. 

Thus, acordlng to the latest official 
figures, $530,000,000 is expended annu¬ 
ally by all the nations for their naval 
defense against one auotber. And this 


year it is estimated that the sum will 
reach $5110,000,000. Of this vast 
amount nearly one-half will be expend¬ 
ed by the United States and Great 
Britain. 

How Fishes Breathe. 

By means of their gills fish breathe 
tlie air dissolved in water. The oxy¬ 
gen consumed by them is not that 
which forms tlie chemical constituent 
of the water, but that continued In the 
air which is dissolved in the water, 
fishes transferred to water from 
which the air has been driven out by 
a high temperature, or in which the ait- 
absorbed by them is not replaced, are 
soon suffocated. They require 
aerated water to maintain life, and 
they take it in constantly through their 
mouths and expel it through their 
gills, retaining the air. It follows that 
if the water in a lake should be com¬ 
pletely cut off from contact with the 
air long enough to exhaust the supply 
of air. the tisli in the lake would die. 
It would take a severe and pretty long 
continued freeze to accomplish this, 
tint it might happen, and doubtless lias 
frequently happened, with a small 
hotly of water.—St. Nicholas.

Some Cnrious Flirts and Instances 
About Senses of Taste and Smell. 

Scientists and travelers tell us that 
one of the first changes that occur in 
a man who lives nr absolutely nntural 
life for a few months is an extraordi¬ 
nary intensification of the sense of 
smell. 

Describing his meeting with Mr. 
Jackson in the wilds of Franz Josef 
Land, Dr. Nansen tells how he first 
discovered his nearness to the English 
explorer by the scent of a fragment of 
soap which the latter had used that 
morning. His companion. Johansen, 
noticed the scent also. “As I approach¬ 
ed Jackson's hut,” says the great Swed¬ 
ish explorer, "I thought I could smell 
everything it contained and give a 
sort of inventory of its stores without 
entering.” 

But even then the doctor’s sense of 
smell could not be compared with that 
of the real savage. The Peruvian In¬ 
dians, walking at night in the darkness 
of the thick forests which line the low¬ 
er spurs of the Andes, can distinguish, 
respectively, by the smell alone, be¬ 
tween a white man, a negro or one of 
their own race. 

Few people realise how very closely 
connected are the senses of taste and 
smell. Mnny of the substances which 
we say taste good are not tasted at all, 
but gratify us by their appeal to the 
sense of smell. All meats, and fruits, 
for instance, are smelt rather than 
tasted. This is easily proved by the 
fact that a bad cold almost destroys 
our appreciation of any of these classes 
of foods or drinks. On the other hand, 
however bad a cold one may be afflict¬ 
ed with, one does not lose one’s taste 
for sugar, salt or quinine. These sub¬ 
stances have no smell, but appeal 
directly to the sense of taste. 

If one of them be placed on the 
tongue the sensation of sweetness, salt¬ 
iness or bitterness is at once experi¬ 
enced. It is, however, worth noting 
that all these substances must be dis¬ 
solved in water, or by the moisture of 
the mouth, before they give any sen¬ 
sation of taste. 

If you put a grain or two of sugar 
into your mouth and allow it to dis¬ 
solve slowly its taste is only faintly 
perceptible. If, on the contrary, you 
rub the dissolving sugar Into the palate 
by moving the tongue the taste Is 
greatly intensified. Sugar appeals to 
the mucous membrane of a large por¬ 
tion of the mouth, as also does salt. 
Tills is why one smacks one's lips in 
endeavoring to fully appreciate a novel 
taste. 

Just as different parts of our brain 
are the seats of various mental pow¬ 
ers, so various portions of the mouth 
receive different kinds of tastes. Sugar 
and kindred substances, and also pure¬ 
ly acid foods or drinks appeal to the 
tip of the tongue and the front part of 
the mouth. 

Smell is a far more delicate sense 
than taste. As already mentioned, most 
substances must he moistened before 
appealing to taste. But in order to 
smell a substance it must be in the 
form of vapor. If enu do cologne be 
poured into the nose It gives rise to no 
sense of odor whatsoever. Yet we all 
know how powerful is the sensation of 
smell produced when the little parti¬ 
cles constantly disengaging themselves 
from its surface are borne by the air 
to the olfactory nerves. The woee is 
fitted to perceive sensations from par¬ 
ticles of almost inconceivable small¬ 
ness. 

A single grain of musk will scent a 
room for years, and as this result can 
only be produced by continual loss of 
particles of its substances these par¬ 
ticles must be tiny beyond the reach 
of imagination. 

The smelling region of the nose lies 
in its upper part. The nose has three 
regions, and it Is in the third that the 
seat of the sense is concentrated. The 
mucous membrane of the nose at this 
point is much thicker than below and 
is not red, but colored with a brown 
pigment. 

Men are possessed of more acute 
powers of smell than women. Experi¬ 
ments to prove tills were made by 
Profs. Nleholls and Browne. Three of 
the men could detect prussic acid in 
a solution composed of 2,000,000 parts 
of water and one of acid, but not one 
of the women could detect the scent 
of the prussic acid when tho solution 
was weaker than the one part In 20,000 
of water.

It Hns Withstood the Yiclssitndes of 
Over Twenty Centuries. 

The Pantheon is the most interesting 
of ail the interesting places of Rome, 
it was used for its present purpose as 
a place of religious worship before the 
foundations of the Coliseum were Inid. 
Its huge doors have opened to admit 
tlie great ones of the earth, from Au¬ 
gustus Caesar to Napoleon, an asser¬ 
tion that will scarcely he disputed. 

It stands in the very heart of old 
Rome, and the vicissitudes which have 
befallen the Eternal City during the 
2.00(1 years of Its existence have left 
it practically unchanged. Tlie glided 
bronze that lined its roof has been car¬ 
ried off to "decorate” St. Peter's, 
where, in the form of clouds and Cu¬ 
pids. cords and curtains, it fills the 
beholder with displeased amazement.

Simplon bore, through the Alps; it is 
sending another tunnel, by devious 
I 1 ways, behind precipices and under 
I glaciers to the summit ot‘ the snowy 
1 Jungfrau; and a plan is now being per- 
j feeted for constructing, once more with 
I i the aid of waterfalls, and to be run 
! by them, when finished, a rival to the 
Simplon road, which shall cross the 
Alps between Turin and Martigny. 

Everybody knows what Niagara is 
doing, and how the waterfalls of Cal¬ 
ifornia, and of other mountainous 
States, are being harnessed. 

A. A. Campbell Swiutonfl at the re¬ 
cent meeting of the British Associa¬ 
tion for the Advancement of Science, 
presented accurate statistics, which lie 
had personally collected, showing that 
no less than 1,500,000 horsepower de¬ 
rived from waterfalls is now being 
i utilized in various parts of the world 
for the development of electric energy. 
Of this great total, which he believed 
did not represent the full truth, for
